Stamp collectors desiring first- 
day cancellations of the Von Steu- 
ben commemorative stamp may 
send a limited number of ad- 
dressed covers, not to exceed 25, 
to the postmaster, New York, 
N. Y., with a cash or postal money- 
order remittance to cover the value 
of the stamps required for affix- 
ing. Covers will be accepted from 
bona fide subscribers only, and 
each cover must be properly and 
legibly addressed; covers bearing 
pencil addresses will not be ac- 
cepted. Neither can compliance be 
made with unusual requests, such 
as for affixing of stamps bearing 
plate numbers or the irregular 
placing of stamps on covers, etc. 
All irregular requests will be re- 
turned unfilled by the postmaster, 
New York, N. Y. 

Postmasters at direct and cen- 
tral accounting post offices may ob- 
tain a limited supply of the new 
commemorative stamp by requisi- 
tion on the department, using 
Form 3201 indorsed “Von Steu- 
ben.” Postmasters at third and 
fourth class offices desiring a small 
supply may obtain same on requl- 
sition to the central accounting 
postmaster.

NEW STAMP SALES PLAN 


J. C. Morgenthau & Co., Inc., of 
New York, offer a new sales plan 
for the disposition of duplicates of 
collectors. The plan in brief is to 
acept consignments of stamps 
either single rarities or a number 
of better class stamps and carry 
them in hand subject to want lists 
of other collectors. 

The company will not own 
stamps or offer for sale any other 
stamps than those supplied by their 
clients. They will do a Commis- 
sion Business Only and it should 
be an interesting experiment to 
watch the growth and development 
of a business along such plans. 
Previous to the death of Julius C. 
Morgenthau in 1929, the Morgen- 
thau business was an_ exclusive 
auction business but since the Scott 
Stamp & Coin Company have taken 
over the Morgenthau business with 
an idea of perpetuating it as a 
monument to Julius C. Morgenthau, 
a plan has been devised whereby 
stamps will be sold at private sale, 
through the usual approval chan- 
nels, for collector owners. 

It should seem evident that this 
plan, if successful, will form an 
outlet that has long been needed 
by collectors for the disposition of 
really good stamps at a fair price, 
with the uncertainties of auction 
prices to figure on.

BRAZIL 


Messrs. Whitfield King & Co. 
and Mr. R. Roberts report the first 
details of the postage series of six 
values issued July 21st to com- 
memorate the centenary of the 
first shipment of Chilean nitrate, 
to which industry the prosperity 
of that country has been largely 
due. They are on thin paper, 
watermarked small star in shield 
multiple, perf. 13144x14. Values and 
colors are: 5c yellow green, 10c 
(not reported), 15¢ violet, 25c 
gray, 70c blue and 1 peso gray 
green. The four lower values are 
inscribed “Salitre Significa Pros- 
peridad” while the 70c and 1 peso 
are inscribed “Centenario del Sali- 
tre’. All values bear the dates 
1830-1930. These will be illustrat- 
ed soon. 


DANZIG 


Marks Stamp Co. reports that 
this city is contemplating a 
change in its currency from the 
guiden to the Polish zloti. That 
would mean another series of 
stamps of course. 


ECUADOR 


We have received from Mr. R. 
Roberts the new air mail series is- 
sued by SCADTA for use in this 
country. While these are not a 
government issue, strictly speak- 
ing, yet their status is still some- 
what of a question, as they func- 
tion to the same end as do our 
own air stamps. We fail to see 
any essential difference between a 
government issuing the stamps 


and paying a private contractor so 
much a pound for delivering its air 
mail, as we do, and the contractor 
issuing the stamps and paying the 
government a _ percentage, as 
SCADTA does. It works out ex- 
actly the same in the end, and the 
stamps are certainly collectible. 

This series is on thin white pa- 
per with yellowish gum, paper 
watermarked small multiple  ro- 
settes (127), perf. 14 and 14x14%%. 
They are lithographed in rather 
dull, soft colors. Two designs are 
used:

NEW BELGIAN DOLLAR 


Recent changes in the Belgian 
Monetary System will give Bel- 
gium a money equal in value to the 
United States cent and dollar if it 
is carried through and kept in ef- 
fect until such time as the value 
of the Belgian Franc gets back 
to its normal pre-war standard. 

The new unit is to be known as 
a “BELGA”. The Belga is to be 
equivalent to five Belgian Francs 
and a centime is to be one-hun- 
dredth part of a Belga. Thus with 
the original Franc being equiva- 
lent to 20c pre war, the Belga will 
equal in value the United States 
Dollar when the Belgian Monetary 
System gets back to its normal 
point.

Since condition seems to play an 
important role with numerous of 
the present generation collectors, 
the writer has, for the guidance of 
such “conditional cranks,” listed 
below in form of four groups over 
20 faults that can occur on stamps, 
as follows:

It is advisable for more than 
one reason to collect stamps in im- 
maculate condition. For instance, 
a stamp in poor condition placed 
upon same album page with su- 
perb copies, will detract the appear- 
ance of such a page. Another rea- 
son is judges at a stamp exhibition 
deduct quite a few points should 
they find the collection of an ex- 
hibitor in an unhealthy state. And, 
above all, when the time comes for 
the selling of a collection, condi- 
tion will surely count. 

It is the writer’s prediction that 
the catalog makers in time to come, 
will render prices on stamps de- 
pending on condition.

PHILIPPINE OVERPRINTS 





By Philip H. Ward 





In a recent copy of your publi- 
cation, you mention a stamp over- 
printed in Manila and state that it 
is news to you and request infor- 
mation as to what it is. 

I published full details in my 
column in  “Mekeel’s” several 
months back, when they first ap- 
peared. This overprint was used 
at the time to prevent theft of 
stamps the same as certain firms 
in this country perforate initials 
through the stamp. Evidently the 
scheme was not a success, for it 
does not seem to have been con- 
tinued. 

The following list gives a de- 
scription of the overprint and the 
firms for whom they were issued, 
as well as the denominations. 

Surcharged “A-Manila, P. I.” 
were issued for C. Alkan and con- 
sisted of 2, 4, 10, 20, 30c and 1 
peso. 

Surcharged “H-Manila, P. I.” 
were issued for Heycock Company 
and consisted = S 4, 6, &, 3, 
20, 30e and 1 p 

Surcharged ra 9”- Manila, P. I.” 
were for the Camara Supply Com- 
pany and consisted of the 2, 4, 30c 
and 1 peso. 

In the latter case, “C S” shows 
quotation marks around the let- 
ters. 

Further supplies x sur- 
charged simply “Manila, P. I.” and 
were used by three firms; ‘namely, 
Howard Lux Company, Rombler 
Show Company and Brues Roxas 
and consisted of the 2, 4, 6, 8, 12, 
20, 26, 30c and 1 peso. The last 
stamp, namely. the 1 peso is per- 
forated 10, while all of the others 
are perforated 11. 


LINDBERGH BOOKLET 
NUMBERS 





The Lindbergh booklet numbers 
are in similar position to all RO- 
TARY booklet numbers, although 
the Lindies are flat plates, i. e., on 
the sides at the top and bottom 
corners. All four positions may be 
found. This is due to the cutting 
being done in another division than 
the regular booklet division. 

The booklet division trims each 
pane on the right margin and top 
for stacking purposes and so trims 
off the right numbers. The Lindies 
were cut to the center guide line 











AMERICAN STAMP DEALERS’ ASSOCIATION

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(which does not exist on the rotary 
booklets) and then stacked in quar- 
ter sheets of 30, i. e., 90’s. After 
stacking (interleaving with par- 
affine paper and front and back 
covers) they are sewn (stapled) 
and cut into separate books. The 
ordinary booklets are stacked into 
half sheets of 180 and cut from 
the right edge.

The Postoffice Department in 
1925 announced that it would turn 
over to responsible air transport 
companies, through competitive 
bidding, all air mail operations. 

Bidding for these routes, des- 
tined to advance civil aviation in 
the western country more than 
anything else, was lively, except 
in the case of Route known as No. 
o. 

Route No. 5, officially known as 
C. A. M. 5, was a white elephant. 
It was intended to connect the Pa- 
cific Northwest with the transcon- 
tinental air mail route to the East. 
It started at Pasco, Wash., passed 
through Boise, Idaho, and ended 
at Elko, Nevada, transcontinental 
Junction, 

The route was a white elephant 
because aviation experts of that 
day made exhaustible surveys of 
the territory and then reported 
that the route would be unfillable. 
The most modern aircraft could 
not survive the winters, to be en- 
countered on the Idaho deserts and 
the Blue Mountains of Oregon be- 
tween Pasco and Boise, they said. 
And there was a business angle. 
It was felt that the northwest 
could not provide enough air mail 
to make the route worth its keep. 
The prospective bidders edged 
away. 

But there was one young flier 
who was doing pioneering things 
in aviation in California. He gave 
the state its first successful air 
line, an air express route operat- 
ing over the San Francisco-Modes- 
to-Stockton triangle. His name was 
Walter T. Varney. 

This man Varney was a pilot, a 
good one. Son of a prominent San 
Francisco family, he won his 
wings early and was a flight in- 
structor at March Field, Riverside, 
for the duration of the World War. 
It was natural that after the war 
he should continue to teach his un- 
natural science to such as had 
nerve and time to learn. 

So it was not long that another 
voung flier, by the name of Leon 
D. Cuddeback, who had forsaken 
farming and had won his wings 
under the tutelage of Varney, 
formed what is known as the Var- 
ney Air Lines. 

So when it was passed around 
that the prospective bidders had 
passed up on the bid of Route No. 
5, Walter Varney became _ inter- 
ested, and he wanted to see the 
color of this white elephant, close 
up. Friends predicted it would 
have to go begging for an oper- 
ator. 

With Leon Cuddeback, Varney 
motored from Elko to Boise. They

On 
the opposite full page you place clippings or notes referring to the cover. 
With each album is provided a sufficient number of cloth washers for 
placing about the ring holes in the pages. By the use of these wash- 


ers a considerate handling of the album the pages will wear indefi- 
nitely. . 


Pages are 8! inches wide by 11 inches high. A complete album 
will hold 80 covers, besides a vast amount of clippings, pictures and 
information which can all be arranged in a form that will make your 
collection an interesting display.

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down to Pasco, by which the Co- 
lumbia River flows. 

It would be a tough mail run, 
but Varney decided to bid. And 
his bid got the contract, because 
there were no competitors. 

Preparations were  unostenta- 
tious. Four pilots, to whom flying 
was the wine of life, worked half 
frozen in the snow of Boise Air- 
port, helping numbed mechanics 
juggle wings stiffly onto the bodies 
of a fleet of six specially built 
Swallow mail planes. 

Then came the big whoopee of 
April 6th., 1926. Chambers of 
Commerce, northwest Postmasters, 
Government fliers, and all the res- 
idents of Pasco turned out to see 
the northwest receive its first “on 
schedule” air mail service. Spo- 
kane even sent a veteran stage 
coach filled with first flight letter 
pouches, filled with covers from 
collectors, and officials. Inaugural 
speeches were said. The _ pilots 
said “Contact,” and the mail was 
off. Pilot George Buck’s motor 
quit him on the takeoff. Pilot Joe 
Taff’s motor let him down in the 
hills. And Pilot Franklin Rose 
was lost for two days when his en- 
cine “conked” in the middle of 
Elko-Boise desert. Of all the orig- 
inal pilots, Chief Pilot Cuddeback 
was the only one to get through. 
He was flying from Boise to Elko. 
Those 150 horsepower, water cooled 
motors couldn’t stand the gaff. On 
the day it came into being, Var- 
ney Air Lines faced extinction. 

Then came the crisis of Varney’s 
career, he stormed Washington 
with wires, he cajoled. He pe- 
suaded the powers of the Postoffice 
Department to give him a sixty day 
extension for the inauguration of 
service. And he did a _ radical 
thing, he asked for six editions of 
a new-fangled, air-cooled motor of 
200 horsepower that all the world 
soon was to know as the famous 
Wright ‘“Whirlwind’—the engine 
that Lindbergh and the Spirit of 
St. Louis made famous. 

Once again the situation assumed 
a rosy tint, but just about that 
time the shadow of failure once 
more dropped into the Varney offi- 
ces for a visit. The planes were 
flying, but the mail was not. And 
Varney needed “poundage” to get 
pay from the government under 
terms of his contract. Empty 
planes, and plenty of overhead. 

But instead of“ losing his shirt,” 
Walter Varney did something that 
was brand new among air mail 
lines. He figured he would have 
to spend money, plenty of money, 
to earn money. He would actually 
advertise air mail, and advertise 
it to the skies. It was irregular, 
but the Postmaster General told 
him to go ahead. He wanted these 
air mail ventures to succeed. 

And so, a Varney Lines traffic 


department came into being to tell
